1. Those or the previous y ear have

“ But there is still an opportunity 
to pay out on Interest only , even 
if redemption is made a fter August 
20,” Lambert said, citing Section 
3817C6. enacted by the recent spec­ 
ial session of the legislature.

“ This is by means of pay ing 10 
per cent of the tota l of back tax es, 
together with interest a t 7 per cent
